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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1- 9 and 20 drawn to a method for producing Pasteuria 
endospores in vitro comprising growing Pasteuria in a growth medium 
classified in class 435, subclass 252.1 for example. 

II. Claims 10-18, drawn to a method for protecting a plant from infection 
comprising administration of a 'helper' factor to said plant, classified in 
class 424, subclass 405 for example. 

III. Claim 1 9, drawn to a biologically pure culture of 'an isolate' , classified in 
class 435, subclass 243 for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 



Inventions I -III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
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the instant case, the methods of Groups I and II are independent since they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together, they have different modes of operation, they have 
different functions, and/or they have different effects. One would not have to practice 
the various methods at the same time to practice just one method alone. The search for 
each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the non- 
patented literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate the invention of 
one group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. 

The Invention of Group III is unrelated to either of Groups I or II because Groups 
I or II do not require the particular isolate as recited in this Group. Thus, the methods of 
Groups I and II can be carried out without the particulars of Group III. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group is not required for the others, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
